PROVES THAT TWO ASSASSINS FIRED SHOTS AT PRESIDENT KENNEDY. 

• BLAKEY ALLEGES THAT THE DEPARTMENT HASN'T ANALYZED THE TAPE, PARTLY BECAUSE THE 
GOVERNMENT TS AFRAID IT WILL FIND SOLID EVIDENCE OF A CONSPIRACY. 

SAYS BLAKEY — IN HIS WORDS —"I'VE TALKED WITH PEOPLE IN THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
AND THEY ARE POSTPONING THE ACOUSTICS" ANALYSIS AS LONG AS POSSIBLE BECAUSE THEY KNOW HOW 
IT'S GOING TO COME OUT — THAT THERE WERE TWO SHOOTERS." . .. 


BLAKEY SAYS THAT ALTHOUGH THE EVIDENCE WAS GIVEN TO THE DEPARTMENT IN JANUARY OF 
LAST YEAR, JUSTICE OFFICIALS HAVE YET TO TURN THE TAPE OVER TO ACOUSTICAL EXPERTS FOR AN 
INDEPENDENT ANALYSIS. 

BLAKEY SAYS HIS TWO-YEAR INVESTIGATION OF THE KENNEDY CASE CONVINCED HIM THAT J-F-K 
WAS MURDERED BY ELEMENTS OF ORGANIZED CRIME. — ZODIAC (7/1/80) 
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
